Writing in his new took "The Eeformation of War" 


<Wonel J. F. C. Fuller paints a revolting picture of the 
fttture of the human race. The most horrible aspect is 
his assurance that man can never rise above his instinct 
to Ifcht for he says, "There are still many among us who 
fondly delude themselves into believing that disarma- 
ment and words can abolish war. 'Take away our 
weapons and we still have our fists, our teeth and our 
nails,' shriek human instincts, 'and as for words—' the 
answer is all but lost in a derisive laugh." 


Colonel Fuller is an Englishman and a professional 


soldier. He has fought in two of England's wars, and 
believes that by war alone can man survive. Colonel 
Fuller forgets that the pugnacious instinct is only one 
43f man's many instincts. When, however, the pugna- 
oous instinct governs actions other instincts, for the 
time being, do not find expression; do not find vent. 
Just so the pugnacious instinct can and frequently does 
become subordinate to other instincts. Did you fight 
at the last opportunity to do so? Would you be proud 
«rf having used your fists of late f What has become of 
foe fighting instinct among the Chinese with whom the 
army is held in ill-repute? True China is backward 
industrially but^ta a result of her policy of seclusion 
*»ther than of failure ta fight.
